PITTSBURGH UP)—United 
Steelwo rkers Unio n President 
Dav id J . McDo nald to day an­ 
no unced a co ntract agree­ 
ment with Detro it Steel Co ., 
the 
natio n’s 
16 th 
largest 
pro ducer. 


McDonald said the agreement 
was on the same basis as the set­ 
tlement in Washington with Kai­ 
ser Steel Corp ., the nation’s ninth 
largest p rod u cer. 
Detroit Steel has an annu al ca­ 
p acity of 1,5 00.000 ingot tons. 
McDonald mad e the annou nce­ 
ment at a news conference in a 
mid town hotel here. 
The strik e-end ing p act signed 
by Kaiser and the u nion left u n­ 
certain whether steel p rice in­ 
creases by the comp any may fol­ 
low later. 
Not Strik ebou nd 
Detroit Steel has not been strik e­ 
bou nd . It has been op erating u n­ 
d er a contract ex tension with the 
u nion. They emp loy abou t 4,300. 
Dramatically break ing the steel 
ind u stry ’s 
u nited 
front, 
Kaiser 
mad e its own lime wolf p eace with 
the u nion Mond ay , the 104th d ay 
of the walk ou t. The signing cou ld 
p rov e to be the big break in the 
costly ind u stry -wid e strik e. 
Kaiser hop es to be p rod u cing 
steel sgain at its Fontana, Calif., 
p lant in abou t fiv e d ay s. Some 500 
of its work ers were called back to 
their jobs Mond ay night and near­ 
ly 1,200 others were d u e back to­ 
d ay . 
No ninflatio nary ? 
The Kaiser firm — ninth largest 
in the ind u stry — and the u nion 
called the settlement noninflation­ 
ary . They said the agreement was 
d esigned to work for the best 
interests of management, the em­ 
p loy es and the p u blic.” 
Neither the comp any nor the 
u nion gav e an ov erall d ollar esti­ 
mate on what the settlement wou ld 
cost Kaiser. Bu t some sou rces said 
p riv ately it p robably wou ld amou nt 
to 3% million d ollars ov er the life 
of the new contract which will 
be in effect for 20 months —• u ntil 
Ju ne 30, 1961. 
The p act p rov id es new fringe 
benefits amou nting to IO cents an 
hou r p er work er starting Nov . I. 
These inclu d e more liberal insu r­ 
ance, p ension and su p p lemental 
u nemp loy ment benefits. Work ru le 
changes will be settled later. 
Ano ther Raise 
In the second y ear, there will 
be a 7 cents an hou r p ay raise 
wrap p ed into benefits gu essed at 
12*6 cents an hou r for the com­ 
p any ’s 7,5 00 to 8 ,5 00 work ers. 
Steel comp anies in the p ast hav e 
u sed increased labor costs as an 
argu ment for boosting steel p rices.

U.S. Ambassado r Philip Bo nsai scheduled a co nference 
with President Osv aldo Do rtico s to discuss recent dev elo p­ 
ments — as the State Depart' 
ment phrased it. 
Informed 
sou rces 
were

sp ecific. They said Bonsai was e x ­ 
pe c te d 
to tell the Cu ban gov ern­ 
ment that Castro’s anti-American 
statements, su ch as he d eliv ered 
in a three-hou r harangu e at Mon­ 
d ay night’s rally , are seriou sly 
d amaging relations. 
Among other things, Castro hint­ 
ed the United States might be 
ask ed to clear ou t of its big nav al 
base at Gu antanamo in eastern

Military Cou rts

v iv al of military cou rts and firing 
sq u ad s to d eal with enemies of his 
rev olu tionary regime.

Su mmerfield said so tod ay in a 
cau tiou sly word ed statement re­ 
p ly ing to inq u iries. Rep orts had 
been circu lating among d elegates 
to a national p ostmasters conv en­ 
tion here that su ch a d ev ice ex ­ 
isted . 
Su mmerfield said the d ep art­ 
ment is ex p erimenting with many 
things to p rov id e a more rap id 
p ostal serv ice. 
“ Facsimile mall serv ice is one 
of the p rograms u nd er consid era­ 
tion. It is still in the research, 
d ev elop ment 
a nd 
ex p erimental 
stage,” he said . 
“ When the tests on facsimile 
mail transmittal are conclu d ed , the 
resu lts and recommend ations of 
this d ep artment will be mad e p u b­ 
lic.”

Curing Time 


URBANA — Hay crushing ma­ 
chines slashed field curing time in 
half in three Univ ersity of Illinois 
tests this spring and summer, re­ 
ports J. H. Ramser, U. of I. ag ­ 
ricultural eng ineer. 
Hay in the first test av erag ed 
about 75 per cent moisture when it 
was cut at 9 a m. By 2 p.m. the 
nex t afternoon, untreated hay was 
still wet, testing 29.7 per cent mois­ 
ture. Hay crushed with smooth 
roll, corrug ated roil and combina­ 
tion smooth and corrug ated roll 
crushing machines contained only 
about 16 per cen t mo istu re. 
In the nex t two tests, crushed 
hay was ready for baling the 
same day It was cut. At 9 a.m. 
hay in the field av erag ed around 
68 per cent moisture. At 5 p.m. 
uncrushed hay tested ov er 25 per 
cent. Crushed hay tested less 
than 20 per cent and was ready 
to bale. 
In all th ree tests cru sh ed h ay 
was ready fo r balin g at least a 
day earlier th an u n cru sh ed h ay . 
Ramser ex p lain s th at fast cu r­ 
in g isn t th e o n ly adv an tag e 
of 
cru sh in g h ay . It can sav e u p to 
IO p er cen t mo re h ay by p rev en t­ 
in g lo ss o f leav es an d small stems 
cau sed by ex tra dry in g an d h an ­ 
dlin g after rain s. 
Crushing also sav es v itamin A, 
since hay is ex cised to sun and 
rain for a shorter time. In addi­ 
tion, rap id curing sav es protein 
that otherwise could be lost in 
shattered leav es. 
Hay cru sh ers crack stems len g th ­ 
wise an d redu ce th em to th e eq u iv ­ 
alen t o f sev eral smaller o n es. Th e 
p ro cess o p en s u p th e mo ist in n er 
p arts o f th e stems, brin g in g th em 
in to mo re direct co n tact with th e 
air. As a resu lt, th e stems dry al­ 
mo st as fast as th e leav es.

Every once in a while, a be­ 
nign tumor of erne of the glands of 
internal secretion decides to get 
into the act. It then adds its se­ 
cretion to the secretion put out by 
the normal gland and that's when 
trouble begins. 
When 
the secreting 
tumor 
is 
situated in the thyroid gland, you 
will most likely recognize it as a 
goiter. Your doctor will then have 
to decide what kind of goiter it is 
and what to do about it. 
Most goiters are not 
really 
tumors at all. They’re merely 
enlargements of the normal gland 
resulting from deficiency of io­ 
dide in the soil and water of 
your 
neighborhood. 
Iodide-defi­ 
cient areas are usually found 
away from sa lt water, which has 
abundant supply of this impor­ 
tant element. 
In the United States, the goiter 
belt used to be in the central states 
until it wa s discovered that the 
thyroid gland could be kept from 
enlarging by adding iodide to table 
sa lt, drinking acater and animal 
feed. 
If your goiter is not due to a 
■imple iodide deficiency, it may be 
a true tumor. Then your doctor 
has to decide whether it’s benign 
or malignant and. lf it s benign, 
whether it’s causing you enough 
trouble to require treatment by 
medical or surgical methods. 
The problems that arise in glands 
you can t see a re no different from 
those caused by the goiter, except 
that the swelling is not visible to 
you ca r your doctor. Hence it’s more 
difficult to detect. 
Benign tumors also cause prob­ 
lem s when they develop the char­ 
a cteristics of malignancy. These 
precancerous growths, aa they're 
called, a re often located above the 
upper lip. Sometimes, they’re rec­ 
ognizable by their appearance rath­ 


er than their location, Uke the 
black 
mole or the shiny white 
plaques that appear in the mouth. 
One of the many good reasons 
you should have a health exa m ­ 
ination at least twice a year when 
you get older is to g ive your doc­ 
tor the opportunity for recogniz­ 
ing these precancerous growlhs 
before they've had a chance to 
become killers. 
Many of them can be destroyed 
by X-ray or radium before they 
get a chance to harm vital tissues 
Others are preferably cut out ao 
that the pathologist is given tis­ 
sue for study under the micro­ 
scope. H eil then decide whether 
your completely cured or whether 
you'd better have additional X-ray 
treatment to destroy any cancer­ 
ous cell that may have been left 
behind.

Too many men in the U. S. Government are afraid to 
make decisions.

So they pass the buck. Or sa y 
no. Or g o by the regulations. Or 
just don't make any decisions at 
all. 
This is the conclusion drawn 
from an NEA Service survey of 
26 key m issile-spa ce men and a 
study of 23 reports from industry 
men fighting to get Washington 
decisions that would speed their 
work. 
None of these men thought the 
major problem wra s funds. 
None believed the primary road­ 
block was Army-Navy-Air Force 
rivalry. 
But all of them were discouraged 
by Indecision. 
Most of these men believed that 
indecision wa s responsible, too, for 
a great amount of aircraft-missile- 
space 
waste. 
Estim a tes of 
that 
waste for the past three years 
ranged 
from 
$1 
billion to SU* 
billion. 
Says one Pentagonian: 
“ Officials have been afraid to 
make even a decision to cancel 
a program that would be obsolete 
by the time it wa s finished— 
or even programs that would 
duplicate other programs.” 
Progress is made by new ideas. 
New ideas need approval. But in 
Washington—in m issiles or spa ce— 
“ no one man has the courage to 
make a decision, apparently, on 
anything,” 
sa ys 
a 
discouraged 
m issile maker. 
So here, before a new Idea can 
be accepted, it has to be approved 
by a lot of people and a lot of 
committees. 
“ This takes tim e—sometimes six 
months for a decision that should 
be made in IO minutes,” sa ys one I 
industry man. 
Also it discourages new Ideas. 
Wdien a proposal com es before a 
lot of committees, at lea st one of 
them is going to find some reason j 
why it shouldn't be approved. 
Says on* unhappy manufactur- j 
err 
“ No one seem s to have auth- ; 
ority to tell you to go ahead. 
But there are a lot of people 
who can tell you no.” 
But this isn’t the only way newj 
ideas are slowed down or discour­ 
aged. 
Says one Navy man: 
“ We order missiles. Often we use 
specifications for missile compo­ 
nents that are old and out of date 
—and it doesn’t take long for them 
to g et out of date these days. The 
company that g ets the order then 


makes m issiles that aren’t as good 
a s they should and could bt. 
“ No one has the courage to make 
a decision and sa y ‘Don’t follow the 
specifications; do the best job you 
can. Try new idea s.’ So in many 
ca ses we g et hardware that’s in 
ferior to what industry could make 
“ And it often costs more than 
the new, superior equipment would 
cost.” 
“ The trouble is.” one official 
explains, “ if you okay a new idea 
and it’s good, no one remembers. 
But if it's a dud, it’s your neck. 
So it’s safer and ea sier to say 
no, or to put the whole thing under 
consideration and check with en­ 
ough 
people 
to 
be 
safe 
before 
going a head.” 
Meanwhile, the new idea—de­ 
veloped by an American—may 
have been published in an Amer­ 
ican technical or trade journal, 
picked up and adopted by the 
Russians, with a good idea or 
two of their owti added.

Th e era of crackp ot educational 
th eories, wh ich p roduced th ousands 
of illiterate sch ool ch ildren, is about 
ov er, say s W. McLean Joh nson, St. 
Louis tex tbook p ublish er. 
“ We’re going to h av e a genera­ 
tion of better sp ellers and readers 
wh en th e current crop of students 
grows up ," say s Joh nson, 
“ For more th an a generation 
American 
sch ool 
ch ildren 
were 
used as guinea p igs to test out all 
kinds of ex p erimental th eories, and 
th e result was a national up roar 
ov er ‘wh y can’t Joh nny read?’ 
“Now th e v ast m ajority of teach ­ 
ers are going back to th e p h onics 
sy stem of teach ing reading and 
sp elling, and th ings are looking up . 
It h as been found th at noth ing can 
take th e p lace of th e basic th ree 
E s —and th e emp h asis today is on 
p resenting th e old, tried-and-true 
meth ods in new way s, so th at ch il­ 
dren can grasp th em more quickly 
and clearly ." 
Joh nson, p resident of th e Web­ 
ster Publish ing Co,, launch ed a 
comp letely new kind of sp elling 
book four y ears ago, designed to 
teach ch ildren th e sounds of words 
and letters, instead of asking th em 
to memorize word lists. 
Th e goal of a teach er, 
say s 
Joh nson, sh ould be to teach ch il­ 
dren th e basic structure of words, 
so th at th ey will be able to p ro­ 
nounce and sp ell ev en words th ey 
h av e nev er seen before, by ap p ly ­ 
ing th eir knowledge of p h onetics. 
Th e idea is as old as th e English 
language, but th e teach ing meth od 
is new. 
Th e new meth ods of teach ing 
not only reading and sp elling but 
also arith m etic are being widely 
used 
in sch ools th rough out th e 
country , say s Joh nson, with more 
conv erts ev ery day . 
He p oints out th at at th e begin­ 
ning of World War II 433.000 men 
were rejected because of illiteracy , 
and th at th ousands of ch ildren of 


normal or better intelligence were 
h eld back in sch ool because of in­ 
ability to read.
